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FOLLOWING IS COMPLETE TEXT OF STATEMENT ISSUED BY MISSION 
SPOKESMAN TODAY (JUNE 25) FOLLOWING FPJMT MEETING ATTENDED 
BY GVN AND US DELS ONLY. 

"SAIGON, JUNE 25, 1974 - THE U.S. MISSION SPOKESMAN TODAY 
ISSUED THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT. 

TODAY, ALTHOUGH THE UNITED STATES DELEGATION WAS 

PRESENT AT THE NORMALLY SCHEDULED MEETING OF THE FOUR PARTY 
JOINT MILITARY TEAM, AS WAS THE DELEGATION OF THE REPUBLIC OF 
VIET-NAM, THE REPRESENTATIVES OF NORTH VIET-NAM AND THE "PRG" 
DID NOT APPEAR. 

ONLY LAST TUESDAY WE EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE RETURN 
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OF THE NORTH VIETNAMESE AND THE "PRG" DELEGATIONS TO THE 
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FOUR PARTY JOINT MILITARY TEAM AND THE TWO PARTY JOINT MILITARY 
COMMISSION MIGHT SIGNAL A NEW AND MORE CONSTRUCTIVE ATTITUDE 
ON THEIR PART. THE NUMEROUS INITIATIVES UNDERTAKEN BY BOTH 
THE UNITED STATES AND THE REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM IN THE FOUR 
PARTY JOINT MILITARY TEAM ARE WELL KNOWN. ON JUNE 18 THE 
PRESENTATION OF THE SPOKESMAN OF THE REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM IN 
THE TWO PARTY JOINT MILITARY COMMISSION UNEQUIVOCALLY 
REAFFIRMED HIS GOVERNMENT'S SINCERE DISIRE FOR PROGRESS TOWARD 
AN EFFECTIVE CEASE-FIRE. 

APPARENTLY TO AVOID ANY DISCUSSION OF THE CEASE-FIRE AND 
SUBSEQUENT PROGRESS TOWARD FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF ALL THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE PARIS AGREEMENTS, THE NORTH VIETNAMESE AND 
THE "PRG' 1 HAVE ONCE AGAIN SUSPENDED THEIR PARTICIPATION IN 
THE ORGANIZATIONS SET UP BY THE PARIS AGREEMENTS. BUT WORLD 
OPINION NOW FULLY UNDERSTANDS THAT HANOI PROPAGANDA CANNOT 
BE ACCEPTED AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR SERIOUS AND MEANINGFUL 
NEGOTIATIONS. SUCH NEGOTIATIONS, IF SERIOUSLY CONDUCTED, 

CAN BRING A CEASE-FIRE AND PUT AN END TO THE SENSELESS 
KILLINGS OF CHILDREN AND INNOCENT CIVILIANS. SUCH SERIOUS 
NEGOTIATIONS CAN BRING AN END TO THE DEATHS OF THOUSANDS OF 
YOUNG MEN OF BOTH THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH WHO, FIFTEEN MONTHS 
AFTER THE SIGNING OF THE PARIS AGREEMENTS, SHOULD NOW BE 
ENGAGED IN THE RECONSTRUCTION OF ALL OF VIET-NAM. 

WORLD OPINION SIMPLY WILL NOT ACCEPT THAT DISCUSSION OF 
A VAST EXTENSION OF PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES IS REALLY THE 
FIRST ORDER OF BUSINESS. THE SOUTH VIETNAMESE HAVE FULLY 
RESTORED ALL THE PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES, INCLUDING THE 
LIAISON FLIGHT TO LOC NINH. THE SOUTH VIETNAMESE HAVE STATED 
THAT THE FIRST ORDER OF BUSINESS SHOULD BE A DISCUSSION 
CONDUCTED SERIOUSLY AND IN GOOD FAITH OF A CEASE-FIRE AND 
SUBSEQUENT FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF ALL THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
PARIS AGREEMENTS. THE UNITED STATES AGREES THAT THIS IS 
INDEED THE FIRST PRIORITY AND EXPRESSES THE EARNEST HOPE 
THAT THERE WILL BE AN EARLY RESUMPTION OF THE ACTIVITIES OF THE 
TWO PARTY JOINT MILITARY COMMISSION SINCE ONLY BY SERIOUS 
NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE VIETNAMESE PARTIES CAN A CEASE-FIRE BE 
IMPLEMENTED. 
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WE ALSO DEEPLY REGRET THE INABILITY OF THE FOUR PARTY 
JOINT MILITARY TEAM TO GET ON WITH ITS HUMANITARIAN WORK OF 
DETERMINING THE FATE OF THE MIAS. ON BEHALF OF THEIR 
FAMILIES, WE ARE DETERMINED TO PERSEVERE IN OUR EFFORTS TO 
BRING AN END TO THE ANGUISH AND HARDSHIPS WHICH ARE PROLONGED 
BY THE NORTH VIETNAMESE ABSENCE FROM THE NEGOTIATING TABLE. 
THE DELEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES WILL CONTINUE TO ATTEND THE 
MEETINGS OF THE FOUR PARTY JOINT MILITARY TEAM AND WE 
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EARNESTLY HOPE THAT THE NORTH VIETNAMESE AND THE "PRO" WILL 
SOON RE-JOIN US AT THE CONFERENCE TABLE AND COOPERATE IN A 
SERIOUS ATTEMPT TO CARRY OUT THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE 8 B 
OF THE PARIS AGREEMENT.”
